London, Jane 18th: Indicationsjare 
that Lord Roberts considers the end 
a® the struggle in South Africa not far 
distant. One of these signs is the fact 
that the Natal volunieers, who have 
seen hard service, were dismissed to 
their Homes by Sir Redvers Buller on 
Saturday. They were cheered as they 
left. his camy. Another indication is 
the reyori current in authoritively 
gaformed military circles in London 
that a complete division of the regu- 
lers is to be withdrawn from General 
Buller’s army and embarked at Dur- 
bain for China. 

Treops drawa from India will prob- 
ably go next. Lord Roberts let yes- 
terday go without telegraphing any 
news. Correspondents at headquar- 
ters are as they have been for i0 days, 
—silent. 

Col. Evaas commands the first bat- 
talion, C. M. R., in place of Col. Herch- 
mer, invalided home, Major Howe re- 
‘mains behind to fill an important 
position at Kmoonstad. Vet.-Surgeon 
Hill also remains there in charge of 
the remount depot. 

London, June 18th: Monday’s ret 

port received by the Wide-World from 
Ghanghai via Hong says that the lega- 
tions at Pekin have been attacked and 
one minister, probably Geman, mur- 
dered, The crime has been traced to 
Too Tai Sheng, who for a few days,as 
empress dowager’s agent, had been 
censuring telegrams from Shanghai. 
: The Pekin correspondent of the 
Times inja desratch dated Junp. 14th 
via Tien Psin, June 15, says; “Serious 
anti-foreign outbreaks took place last 
night, Some of the finest buildings 
in the eastern part of the city were 
turned. Hundreds of native Uhrist- 
jans, and servants employed by ior- 
eigners, were massacred within 
miles of the imperiai palace.” 

London, June 17: Many startling 
swamors in regard to the situation in 
Chiea, are being printed. It is said 
that che stations at Bandon and Tang 
Chau, the Roman Catholic cathedral 
at Pekin an@ three Anglo-American 
churches at Tien Tsin are burned. -Ap- 
parently“it is true that,a train con- 
veying food and ammunition to Sey- 
mones’ international force was unable 
to reach Lang Fang and was obliged 
to return to Tien ‘Tsin. Japanese 
newspapers are urging their govern- 
ment to demand ample reparationiior 
the murder of Sugivama Akira, chan- 
cellor of the Jampanese legation at 
Pekin. Boxer disturbanogs are 
spreading in the Yanktse Kiang Val- 
ley, Placards are posted at Wu Hu 
Chin Kiang and Klu Kiang calling ior 
the exterminaiion of foreigners. 

The same correspondents send a re- 
port of widespread incendiarism at 
Pekin. Numerous building were  be- 
ing destroyed, including the French 
(athedral and buildings of the Ameri- 
can board of commissioners of fort 
cign faissions. The latest reports 
from Chinese sources state that the 
British marines and bluejackets en- 
gaged General Young Fup Siangs 
‘troops for several hours and! many 
Chinese are killed. 

Hong Keng, June 16: The British 
cruiser Terrible sailed for Tien Tisin 

ith troops. Trouble is brewing near 
West river. Riots have broken out at 
Bun Chow, from where over a hundred 
refugees arrived at Wu Chow on June 
12th. 

Washington, June 16th: Nothing 
has been reveived concerning the de- 
stnuction of the legations at Pekin. Of- 
ficials are inclined to doubt the more 
serious reports. 

London, June i8: Despatches from 
Tien Tsin received in Berlin say that 
the Boxers entered Pekin on the even- 
ing of Juve 13th and destroyed sever- 
al missions and attacked the legations, 
but were repulsed with the aid of Max- 
fms, No Europeans were reported 
kilied. The attitude of Chinese troops 
towards the Boxers was uncertain.

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RESTRICTION OF THE GRAIN TXADE. 
Ottawa, June 1, °00. 
The bill to regulate the grain trade 
recently passed by parliament per- 
mits the erection of flat warehouses 
for storage purposes, but absolutely 
prohibits the use of such warehouses 
for the purposes of ordinary dealings 
in grain. As the right to buy and sell 


grain through flat wurehouses was 
the principal point for which the peo- 
ple of the west contended as a means 
of protection against the elevator com- 
bine, it wae felt that {o'‘allow such a 
provifion to become law withovi pro 
test from the representatives of the 
west was io practically become a par+ 
ty to the legislating away of the 
farmers rights. Mr. Richardson 
therefore moved and Mr. Oliver sec- 
onded an amendment declaring for 
the pr'aciple of the free right to buy 
end seli grain through any kind Of 
a, warehouse that might be consider- 
ed suitable. 

Mr. Richardson said: I want to pro- 
pose the axznendment of which I gave 
natice some time ago. I do not intend 
to make any remarks on it as I dis- 
kussed it very fully this afternoon. J 
might merely! say that I stil! hold the 
view that wader the bill the farmers 
will net be accorded the utmost free- 
dom ‘ux shipping and_ stering their 
wralo. For that reason, I beg to pro- 
pose the foilowing in substitution of 
tlause 40 of the bill: 

The commissioners shall give per- 
mission to amy person who demands 
it in writing, the privilege of erecting, 
maintaining and using, iree of charge, 
on same portion of the comipany’s right 
of way adjoining the main track, sid- 
ing or spur at each such siding or 
cttation, an elevator or warehouse jor 
the purpose of storing and shipping 
grain in car lots, but the said elevator 
or warehouse shall not be used for 
any other purpase. 

I may say that this is the main 
clause of the bill which has been pro- 
fpoased in tbe last two sessions by my 
hon. friend from East Assiniboia; (Mr. 
Dduglas). It is a clause to the fram- 
ing of which he gave the greatest care; 
ind’ I believe that if it is adopted, as 
a gubstitute for clause 40, it will re- 
move all occasion for contention with 
the farmers of the Northwest. 

Mr. Oliver said: Mr. Speaker, 1 
would like to say, in support of the 
motion, that I consider clause 40 ‘to 
be the important section cf the bill; 
and as it stands, I for one asa wesi- 
ern member cannot allow it to go 
through the house without expressing 
my views onit. Ever since this ques- 
tica has come before pariiament, it has 
come on the one ground of a demand 
by the people of the Northwest to be 
allowed to market their grain as they 
please and as is mogt convenient ‘t: 
them, The subject was brought before 
the house three sessions ago by the 
member for East Assiniboia,and by one 
ineaps or another his efforts were de- 
fected. It was brought before the 
house last session by the same hon. 
gentleman, and again his efforts were 
defeated. It appears before the house 
this session, ant if this bill is carried 
again the effect will be defeated./The 
most important demand made by the 
people of the west, through their re- 
presentatives, during these three 
years, is absolutely and in so many 
words refused by the last subsection 
of clause 40 of this bill. That is, the 
right of any man to buy grain from 
a:farmer and ship it over the railway, 
as it may be convenient to him, or 
as the railway may allow. In the in- 
tructions to the commisgion on the 
first page, this complaint is set forth: 

That the owners of elevators enjoy 
a monopoly in the purchase of grain 
by refusing to permit the eraction of 
flat warehouses where standard ele- 
vators are situated, ard are able to 
keep the price of grain below its true 
market value, to their own benefit and 


the disadvantage of others who are 
specially interested in the grain trade, 
and of the public generally. 

There is rather a misrepresentation 


there beoause it is not the elevators 
but the railway companies which re- 
fuse to permit the use of their right of 
way for the erection of flat warehouses 
where standard elevators are situat- 
edy 

I¢am. bound! to say that the evidence 
ttubmitted from one end of the countrys 
to the other bore out to the last degre; 


the assertion contained in that clause 
i have just quoted. Is that a matte: 
‘ importamee or is it not? If it has 


been possible for grain buyers to de 
ress. the price of wheat throughon 
Manitoba and the Northwest to an 
wverage extent of two cents a bushe] 
t is easy to estimate the loss.

On page 11 of the same re- 
port, the commissioners point out : 

We consider that proper relief from 
the posssibility of being compelled . to 
sell under value and of being unduly 
docked for cleaning, is only to be had 
by giving the fuliest obtainable free- 
dom in the way of shipping and sell- 
ing grain. : 

There can be no question as to what 
has been the trouble in the Northwesi{ 
and there is no question as to the de- 
ftniteness of the report of the com: 
mission on the subject. The commission 
report that the great need is perfect 
freedom to buy and sell grain—a free 
market for grain-and yet in response 
to the report, we are cnaciing a mea- 


sure, which. in one of its clauses, pro- 


vides : 
No owner or operator of any such 


warenouse shall be allowed te store in 


or shin fhrough grain purchased by 
or for himself. i 


How the House can agree to pass 


«uch a provision as this, in the face 
of the report of the commission and of

The number of civil ser- 
yants in Ottawa is necessarily enough 
to turn the scale in any parliamentery 
election. It will go hard with the op+ 
position if they do not prove that any 
yet. of the grit government teuching 
the civil service, nearly or remotely, 
is an injustice to that body. On be 
day they were as successful as usual. 
liberal member for Ottawa, 
took up the parable regarding the 
Pacific cable. The company which 
awned the existing cable to Australia 
taking measures to head off the pro- 
posed British cable and their 
afforts should be checked. From Mr. 
Belcourt’s point af view it would be a 
national catastrophe if Canada did 
not wet the opportunity to drop a 
Tew millions in aid of a Pacific cable.

These men knew their 
equntry perfectly. The British trocps 
hid to overrun almost half a coniins 
ent, they had to overcome the great- 
est natural obstacles, they had tocon- 
tend with a foe thorough!y conversant 
with the country, they had io meve 
their supplies hundreds and thousands 
of miles into the interior with « sincle 
sleader thread of communication, they 
had to mairtain thai line of communi- 
pation, they had to maintain 
position, they had to assume the 
fensive in every case, and to meet 
troops armed with modern rifies, en- 
trenched and on the defensive, so that 
in. reality the bajance, so far as wili- 
itary advantage was concerned, was in 
favor of the Boer. There has never 
been ia the whole history of warfare. 
a more magnificent, series of strategic 
movements than those of Lord Roberis 
in his flanking operations, as he en- 
veloped time after time tha Roer 
forces, and as he forced them to retire 
from positions that were well-nigh im- 
pregnable. We are told by the hon.

Well, 
it ‘may be necessary to keep some sol- 
diers there, and the question is wheth- 
er the possession is worthi the cost. The 
question is whether England can bet- 
ter afford to keep 100,000 in South Af- 
rica, than to lose Cape Colony, than 
to lose prestige, and to have her flag 
trailing in the dust. If it takes half 
a million of men, I say. send them 
rather than surrender. But, the hon. 
gentleman overrates the difficulties 
in my opinion. The Dutch Boer ele- 
ment in South Africa is capable of be- 
ing made just as loyal as the Dutch 
Poer element in Cape Colony. A 
Dutchman 1s the premier of Cape Col- 
ony to-day. These men will speedily 
realize that they have been deceived. 
They will speedily realize when Eng- 
land offers them magnanimous treat- 
ment, the protection of British laws, 
the rizhts of British citizenship such 
as‘are given, to any other British sub- 
ject, that they had no cause to go to 
war, that they had vo cause for any 
complaint against or hostility to 
‘England. The result of this war will 
be like a storm in the atmosphere, 
which is necessary to settle the ele- 
ments, and they will bave the peace 
and stability of English institutions 
in that countrs. I believe that the 
actual cause of the war was a just 
measure. I believe the prize at stake 
was definitely more valuable and 
worth infinitely more than the cost of 
the war. I believe that the war is one 
hanorable to England, that she had 
treated these people with forbearance, 
with magnanimity, that she disliked 
to take up arms, and she permitted 
them to acquire a position of great 
advantage before she would engage in 
the business of coercion. And, at last 
after she had to do it under circum- 
stances which placed her at a disad- 
vantage, many loyal friends of Eng- 
land in this House and _ elsewhere 
trembled at the result. But, every- 
thing has come all right, England is 
victorious, the honor of the empire has 
been saved, the result of the war is 
pleasing to England, and pleasing to 
humanity, and if the resuit had been 
atherwise, the world might have had 
reason to lament that such was the 
case. For these reasons, I could not 
refrain from rising in my Place to pro- 
test against the utterance of  senti- 
ments such as the hon. meinber for La- 
beile has uttered to-day.

I feel that the world 
has looked upon this struggle, and 
has learned and that we, 
curselves, ave learned a lesson, We 
have Jearned that this bond of sym- 
pathy, which unites the colonies with 
England, which is not on tie statute- 
book, which is sot oblizatory) is 
stironger than bands of sivei, that it 
unites all of the coionies with the 
motherland in one great homogeneous, 
imperial power, and that these colonies 
ire prepared in case of a great crisis 
eqafronting us, to spend the Jast dol- 
‘ar‘and send the last man for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the British in- 
ratitutions. And, Sir, the world under- 
‘ttands that. The world looks on. the 
«vorld sees what is the result of this 
war, and the world realize that 
ingland’s basis of military strength 
is infinitely greater then ever before. 
It embrates the four parts of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, it embrazes all her col- 
onies, and she can if necessary, draw 
from the suillions of India, and arm 
and place millions of soidiers in the 
field. England to-day is ihe great- 
est military power on the glube. There 
is no doubt about that. She has had 
not the millions of men that Russia 
bas enrolled, she has not the number 
of men that Germany has enrolled, 
she has pot the number of men that 
France has enrolled, but She could put 
them in the field and she has resour- 
ces and money to keep them in the 
field, and that is her source of stren- 
eth. With ber overpowering navy, 
with her power to place soldiers in the 
field, and with the denmicnstrations of 
this war, we, recognizing the fact that 
all the colonies will s‘and at her back, 
may felicitate ourselves on the result 
of the war. J assert freely that the 
war was one which was in the hizhest 
sense conducive vo the forwarding of 
British intzcests, that the war was 
just, that the war redeemed South 
Africa from the rule of a slave-hold- 
ing oligarchy, and that ii will bring
